H® CNRY FORD has tackled the 
problem of getting some value 
out of automobiles too decrepit to 
crawl along the roads. By mass 
production methods he is attacking 
the huge waste involved in dumping 
them into the oceans, rivers and 
swamps or allowing them to rust 
away along the roadsides by the 
tens of thousands. 

Already more than 20,000 have 
been wrecked scientifically at his 
Rouge River plant in Dearborn and 
the company has found that such 
salvage is practicable. The cars 
are taken in at a fixed price of $20 
each, a semblance of battery and 
tires being required. Three moving 
conveyors are in service, two for 
dismantling purposes and one to 
carry away the salvaged materials. 
Gasoline and oil first are drained 
out and then the car goes on the 
conveyor line, where it is stripped 
of all useful parts. Useful sizes of 
glass are utilized for glazing in 
the Ford plant and the rest is re- 
melted; cover goods is made into 
buffer and polishing wheels; imita- 
tion leather provides aprons for 
workmen; different kinds of metal 
are sorted for remelting, and so 
on through the pile.
